The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 19-23,25,26,63-80 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Yamazaki EP 0,445,535 in view of Applicant's prior art admissions 
(APA) or Saito 4,772,927. 

Yamazaki discloses insulating oxide material with halogen to improve device 
properties. It would have been obvious to have practiced insulating films as Yamazaki in 
a thin film transistor device as disclosed in APA or Saito for improving the performance 
of ordinary thin film transistor devices. The Yamazaki insulating material comprises the 
claimed halogen and carbon concentrations inherently. 

Claims 19-23, 25, 26 and 63-80 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lane 4,894,352 in view of Saito '927 or APA. 

Lane discloses insulating material for transistors comprising halogen and carbon 
inherently in the concentrations claimed. For the disclosed advantages of higher 
deposition rates or filling enhancement it would have been obvious to have practiced 
insulating films as shown in Saito or APA with Lane oxide material. 

Any limitations comprising functional language or product by process language 
do not structurally distinguish over the applied art. 

In regard to the functional language, See In re Swinehart 169 USPQ 226, Ex 
parte Minks 169 USPQ 120 and In re Pearson 181 USPQ 641 where it was decided 
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that functional language, statements of intended use, or mere labels do not structurally 
distinguish claims over anticipating prior art. 

A product by process claim is directed to the product per se, no matter how 
actually made, In re Hirao, 190 USPQ 15 at 17 (footnote 3). See also In re Brown, 173 
USPQ 685; In re Luck 177 USPQ 523; In re Fessman 180 USPQ 324; In re Avery 186 
USPQ 1 61 ; In re Wertheim 1 91 USPQ 90; and In re Marosi et al 21 8 USPQ 289, all of 
which make it clear that it is the patentability of the final product per se which must be 
determined in a "product by process" claim, and not the patentability of the process, and 
that an old product produced by a new method is not patentable as a product, whether 
claimed in "product by process" claims or not. Note that applicant has the burden of 
proof in such cases, as the above caselaw makes clear. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to all claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant would need to prove the applied art insulating layers do not inherently 
possess the claimed halogen or carbon concentrations for patentability. The prior art 
films are made with materials and processes comprising the claimed atoms and the final 
product of the Yamazaki or Lane insulating layers are considered to inherently possess 
the claimed insulating layer structure.
